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Fort Wayne Needs 3,600 Homes. 


It is a most extraordinary occasioir in the experience of any 
Crity to find itself confronted by the immediate need for the erection 
of more than three thousand new homes to provide for the coming 
of thousands of new citizens who will take up their residence withiu 
its confines as the result of the expansion of a single industry. Yet 
that is precisely what Fort Wayne is facing, and we do not believe 
all of us have yet grasped the magnitude of the movement or the 
seriousness of the problem it presents. For that reason the address 
of Mr. Charles B. Fitch before the members of the Real Estate 
exchange Friday evening was especially valuable and especially im- 
portant. 


Mr, Fitch was referring particularly to the development of the 
Fort Wayne works of the General Electric company, in addition to 
the natural and steady growth of Fort Wayne, and he took occasion 
to carefully reduce his proposition to cold figures that make it 
startlingly impressive. He detailed the plans of the General Electric 
to utilize the labor of 3,500 employes in Fort Wayne in addition to 
its present army of industrial operatives, and this means an addi- 
tion of 14,000 people to the city's population. 'With it, too, will 
coi».e the normal growth from other sources, so that within the 
nexf eighteen months an addition to Fort Wayne of at least 18,000 
people may be fairly expected. On any reasonable base of calcula- 
tion, Mr. Fitch shows, some 3,600 houses will be needed to care foi* 
the ne-vAT population. At this time there are comparatively few empty 
houses in Fort Wayne. There is coming such a scramble for housing 
places as this city has never seen, and, as Mr, Fitch pointed out, tlie 
problem is one which may well enlist the immediate and active co- 
operation of all public spirited citizens in its solution. 


The plea of Mr, Fitch, for a deeper civic interest in things quite 
apart from the selfish consideration of money-getting is one which 
we may well heed. Splendid as are the things Fort Wayne has done, 
the opportunity for more and better work of the same sort was 
never so great as today. With the providing of homes for increased 
populaj^on must come more provision for some of the other good 
i h m ^ i n life which mortals require in addition of a mere place in 
•whicili to live. Happily the exhortation of men like Mr. Fitch and 
Mr. Hunting in their remarks Friday evening are helping, to give 
Fort Wayne the larger vision of opportunity that will inspire it to 
the one thing that is better than the larger vision.^^ That one thing 
is actual achievement.

NEW GASOLINE SOURCE 


_ 
(Indianapolis News) 
A large eastern public utility com- 
pany with extensive natural gas hold- 
ings in the Cincinnati district recently 
announced in its annual statement that 
three plants in its field were being 
erected for the manufacture of gasoline 
directly from gas. 
Another 
concern 
with holdings in Wyoming ¿3 said to be 
planning extensive addition to" its facil- 
ities for utilizing gas in this manner. 
The idea; oil men say, is not new. but 
has never been profitable because of the 
competition of, the 
IOAV price gasoline 
produced from oil. 
The present high 
price of gasoline is expected to change 
the situation. 
Gasoline is made from 
gas by putting the gas imder a high 
pressure which reduces it to liquid. 
So 
produced it is said to be highly volatile, 
and especially 
suitable for automobile 
fuel, selling for several cents higher than 
the gasoline produced by ordinary meth- 
ods 
From 1,000 cub feet of gas, it is 
said, about five gallons of gasoline can 
be made. 
The gas is not affected by the 
extraction of the gasoline and can be 
used afterward for fuel and light.

gasoline is largely due to extraordinary 
conditions which will probably end at 
the cessation of the war, the incrojsod 
demand

tomobile industry will probablv operate

There are still in existence ¿x- 
tensive natural gas fields whose owners 
will probably engage in the manufacture 
ot gasoline if the experiments of the 
pioneer companies prove profitable 
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Ernest P. Bieknell, director of the American Red Cross, supple- 
ments the statement by Ex-President Taft setting forth the fact that 
much difficulty has been experienced with Great Britain in getting 
Red Cross supplies through the blockade for the use of Red Cross 
units in Germany and Austria-Hungary. 
Here, at least, is-^a point 
on which there should be no occasion for quibbling. Even half-way 
consideration of simple humanity requires that no time be lost iu 
forcing relief for a situation of this character. Heckling and hag- 
gling over a question of this sort'is intolerable. 


In the death of James Kelly McCracken there p^ses not only a 
loiig-time and widely known citizen of Fort Wayne, but a man who 
in his earlier and more active years was conspicuous in the railway 
world. This was true both as a builder of new lines and of his con- 
nection with the passenger department of what is now the Penn- 
sylvania system. 
As telegraph operator, soldier, passenger agent, 
.railroad constructor and insurance man his life was an active and a 
useful one. He was a kindly, generous man of fine bharacter whose 
memory will be treasured by those who knew him. 


New emphasis has just been placed by the public health service 
on the fact that the origin of many cases of tuberculosis has been 
traced to bad lodging houses and generally unsanitary surrounds 
ings of living quarters.

Améncan Soldier in Mexico 
, Needs More Than That 
to Subsist. 


Washington, D. O., May 13.—If the 


Atnerican soldiers had feeen forced to live 
on "the fat of the land" while óp their 
punitive expedition into Mexico thoy 
would have fotiiid i£ decidedly lean and 
would have had occasion to complain bit- 
terly of, the commissary, for alt&otigh 
the neighl^órii^g republic has within its 
borders an extraordinary variety of food 
products, -including.-most- of the vege- 
tables, fruits and cereafd grown in both 
the temperate zone ánd the tr^opics, théire 
is neither • varietj' nbr abundance in itá 
northern . states. 
A bulletin on culin- 
ary 'T>racticeá irt the southern republic; 
issued by'the National Geographic so- 
ciety in Washington, says: 


"Since the days of. the Montezuma's, 
Mexico's staff of life has taken the foriti 
Of tortillas, made of Indian corn, which 
is indigen'ous to the country. The prep-^, 
aration of the tortilla, is the work of 
the Indian women, who first boil the 
grain and theii,*. while adding water, 
grind it to, a stiff paste-on a metate, or 
flat mortar. 
This 
paste" usually is 
moulded with the hands into thin cakes 
and is cooked much after the fashion- of 
the 'hoe cake' of Dixieland. 
> 


"The frijole, of Mexican bean, fre- 
quently dried in fat, is another staple, 
both when served alone and when con- 
stituting an important ingredient of the 
famous chile con carnc, a sort of goul- 
ash, cOrtipounded, customarily, of- boef 
and beans, with a pléntiful seasoning of 
chili, the Me.xican pepper. 


"The hot tamale has m^de its way 
across the border, but it. does not have 
the same flavor when taken from a can 
as when the particles of meat are season- 
ed with pepper, mixed with corn meal, 
wrapped in com 'shucks,' boiled until 
thoroughly cortked, peeled out of and 
eaten from the shuck. 


"One of the odd dishes of norv^iern 
Mexico is the pipián, 
made of finely 
groiyid squash-seed, boiled in a sauce 
pan. 


"While the tortillas, frijoles, chile con 
carne, and tamales, 'washed down' with 
liberal potations of pulque, may be con- 
sidered the foundation of his menu, the 
peon of southern Mexico has various ap- 
petizers M-hich arc unknown to the peon 
of the north. Iliere is, for example, the 
'M-ater wheat,' which is not exactly wt,Ht 
its name implies, but the eggs of flies. 
The native Mexican 
eats his water 
wheat Avith the same epicurean relisl) 
that the Chinese m.mdaWn eat.s hi« ex- 
pensive bcrd-nest, the Central African 
his raw hippopotamus, the Canton mer- 
chant his stall-fed dog, and the West 
Indian his palm worms stewed in fat. 
The water-wheat fields are ponds in 
which the peon places bundles of feeds 
a few feet apart, so that their top* arc 
just above the surface. On these rods 
or rushes the insects deposit their eggs 
in incredible numbers. The bundles are 
then removed aVid the 'crop' is shaken off. 
The eggs, resembling fine fish-roe, art- 
made into'small cakes j. and are sold in 
the markets, to be eaten either as we 
eat cheese or mixed with corn-meal and 
fowl eggs. 
The 
insects 
themselves, 
which are about the size of our house- 
flies, are also eaten, the, method of prep- 
aration being to pound them into a 
paste and boil witji corn husks. 


"The fruits of southern Mexico are 
numerous .and some of them are de- 
licious. One of the most unusual is the 
papaya or melon zapote, which grows ^ 
on a tree and often weighs as much as j 
20 pounds. It has characteristics which 
link it to the cantaloupe, the pumpkin 
and the watermelon, and in addition 
contains considerable pepsin, so that the 
diner may take his aid-to-digestion and 
his dessert at one and the same time."

Paris, April 25.—(Correspondence 
of 
The Associated'Press).—"France is not 
going to export any of its war orphans " 
said Monsieur Alfred Croiset, head of 
the Faculty of Letters of the Sorbonne, 
explaining the participation of 
Ameri- 
cans in- the work of the orphanage of 
the armies of which he is president. 
"I 
know a statement was published recently 
to the effect that 150,000 American fam- 
ilies had offered to adopt orphans of the 
war. 
The number was a little exagger- 
ated, and the word adoption used in its 
general sense was misleading. 
Orphans 
of the war, so far as it is possible, are 
to remain in their families, especially 
when the mother is living. 
Where there 
are -no immediate relatives to take care 
of them, they arc to be placed in other 
French families and ultimately will be 
cared for by the state until their ma- 
jority; none of them are available for 
adoption under thcscommon acceptation 
of the term. 


"Most of the Americans who 
have 
expressed 
the desire to participate in 
this work understand this point quite 
well; 19 fact in our correspondence the 
majority of the letters from the United 
States express the desire that the chil- 
dren which they agree to support should 
remain in their families. 
The supposi- 
tion that 
there are 
150,000 American 
families wanting 
to take care of 
or- 
phans arose no doubt from the fact that 
we were asked by Ariioricans as to about 
!iow many Avar orphans there were need- 
ing assistance, and we put the number 
at 1.50,000. This, of course, does not com- 
prise all of the war orphans. 
They were 
estimated recently in a debate in tKe 
senate by Senator Jenouvrier at 800,000 
which of course included half 
orphans, 
but' a great 
proportion of 
these 
will 
never become the objects of charitable 
work and the exact number may never 
be precisely determined. 


"Committees have been organized in a 
great many American cities to receiva 
propositions of families, not to 
adopt 
orphans, but to support them in their 
own surronndinffs for 
pp'-io<l rvf tw» 
years, which is supposed will go beyond 
the end of the war and carry them to 
the time when the measures' taken by 
the government for the care of orphans 
become 
effective. 
All 
the people 
in 
France connected 
with this 
movement 
have been deeply touched by the gener- 
ous ardour of Americans in this work. 
We have received many thousand letters, 
the numbers are increasing every day, 
j from families who Avant to enter into 
direct communication with orphans and 
start correspondence with them so as to 
\oIlow tliem 
until 
such time as they 
need no further help. 


"The plan of the orphanage of 
the 
army 
is to bring 
these 
children 
up 
without making them feel that they ar. 
objects of charity, without withdrawin*; 
them from their usual environment «x" 
cept when that environment is bad. Wl 
support them in their own homes wit., 
contributions of money, clothing, books, 
pending 
the 
organization 
of 
official 
means of providing for them. 
We are 
aided largely in this work by pupils of 
tlie public schools. 
There are about 40,- 
000 different schools in France, ana the 
children of each school contribute their 
FOUH for the 
support 
of 
an 
orphan. 
Kventually 
each one of these 
schools 
will have a ward as its charge."

Just now Fort Wayne is threateneJ 
with congestion. Tlie natural remedy is 
expansion. 


There are several manufacturing con- 
cerns in our city tliat are growing rap- 
idly. 
They are in need of more era 
ployes to meet the increasing demands 
for their products. I shall not attempt 
to enumerate, but will confine my re- 
marks to one institution which I trust 
will arouse your enthusiasm and 
pel you to immediate action. 
. I refer to the Electric Light Avorks on 
Broadway,, owned and operated by the 
General Electric company, of New York. 
This, manufacturing 
plant 
was first 
started in Fort Wayne in 1882 and has 
been a most potent factor in the growth 
of our city. 
Y^ou are all familiar with 
its history. 


Its mammoth buildings now hare 
floor space of 425.000 square feet, giving 
employment to 2,625 people. 
The .pay- 
roll is $160,000 per month 
and their 
sales amount to $5,000,000 per annum. 


Immense as these figures show this 
business to be. the concern is unable, 
with its present facilities, to take care 
of the orders it is able to secure, and so 
they have arranged to increase the ca- 
pacity of the plant. 


Tliey have recently let contracts for 
the construction of five buildings and 
the work is now under way, with a 
guaranty that the buildings -will be 
ready for occupancy 
by January 1, 
1917. 


I am' sure you will be interested to 
know something about these buildings. 


One is 525 feet long, 75 feet wide; five 
stories and basement. 


One is 500 feet long, 75 feet wide; five 
stories and basement.

One is 150 feet long, 75 feet wide;

You 
must furnish houses for 18,000 more 
people Avho will come to Fort Wayne tt 
live within the next eightcccn months.

our people and the children, the city to 
own the-^iver banks and, prevent their 
overflow and to beatitify them in con- 
junction with a more extensive "system 
of boulevards and driveways connecting 
with parks, and last, but by no means 
least—we need a convention hall. 


I have not attempted to enumerate 
these needs in the order of their im-1 
portance and it; wonJd be diflScult to say 
which is the most necessary and which 
deserves your first attention. 


These things cannot all be done at 
once, but we can prepare for their doing 
and can do at least some of them right 
away,

F.S. Hunting and C.B. Fitch 
Speak at Meeting of 
Realty Men. 


"If we have no difficulty in housing 
our employes which we will bring here 
during the next year there is no doubt 
but that officials of the company will 
order further buildings erected imme- 
diately," declared Fred S. Hunting, gen- 
eral manager of the Fort Wayne Electric

works, in an address which he delivered 
at the meeting of the Fort Wayne Real 
Estate exchange, Friday evening at the 
Commei'cial club. 


In a paper read by Charles B. Fitch 
the prediction was made 
that 
Fort 
Wayne will increase 18,000 within the 
next eighteen months or an average of 
1,000 a month. His paper appears else- 
where in this paper. 
The meeting was 
largely attended and much enthusiasm 
was manifested. 
Both the Y. M. C. A. 
and convention hall projects were en- 
dorsed. 


Mr. Hunting's Address. 


Mr. Himting declared that not a sin- 
gle lot of the fifteen acres on South 
Broadway 
belonging to the Electric 
works can be purchased to build a house 
on because the institution expects to oc- 
cupy the entire territory. 


"I gave away all my thunder to my 
friend Mr. Fitch, and will not attempt 
In any way to cover the same groimd 
he so ably went over," he contimied. 
The many advantages of Fort Wayne 
are within the knowledge of us all, and 
it has been these things which, I be- 
lieve, have had the most effect in our 
officials enlarging the plant here. 
I 
have many times brought to their at- 
tention these advantages. 


"We are now booking throughout the 
country in our various plants business 
aggregating $172,000,000. 
We have a 
capacity of but $120,000,000, so you 
can see how easy it will be for us to 
employ more men when we can complete 
our buildings. 
Our output here today 
is $5,000,000 a year at selling prices. 
We will double this with the new facil- 
ities. 
That means $10,000,000 a year. 


"Some of Fort Wayne's advantages 
as I see them are the transportation 
facilities, the fact that Fort Wayne is 
a distributing center ; the fact that Fort 
Wayne is a city of homes. 
(I have 
often said that I believe seventy-five per 
cent of the people in Fort Wayne own 
the homea they, occupy)^. It costs $40 
to^ $100 to educate a new employé. If 
he moves from the city that mon*:y is 
lost to the institntion, and it costs that 
much more to educate a new man for 
his place. 
It is unusually fortunate 
that the real estate níén here encourage 
home owning. The question which most 
eoncenis me is, 'Can we' house our em- 
ployes?' 


"Many èasten cities are far less de- 
sirable for our planta because thèy can- 
not eare for the employe^ we would 
take to tteir places.

Fort Wayne has wonderful pos- 
sibilities now and this year. 
It is not 
creditable to the city it hasn't a Y. M. 
C. A. to take care of its young.people." 
Dam Will Be Built.

"As sure as I live that dam will be 
built next summer," declared William 
Breuer, referring to the proposed dam 
in the St. Joe river to provide a lake 
to be used for boating, bathing, fishing 
and other pleasures. 
"When the lake 
is completed we will organize a beauti- 
fying association for the purpostt of 
beautifying the river banks of the city." 


No Place for Convention. 


Superintendent Justin N. Study, of 
the city schools, said he had on his desk 
an urgent plea from one of the large 
educational associations that is 'desirous 
of holding its convention here next sum- 
mer, but that because of no convention 
hall he would have to reply that Fort 
Wayne has no place in which to hold a 
convention of such magnitude. 


Judge W. J. Vesey said he didn't 
know there was so much enthusiasm in 
Fort Wayne. 


"Regarding the Y, M. C. A. I hope 
every man in Fort Wayne will get out 
and put his shoulder to the wheel," Wil- 
liam D. Henderson declared. 


Hervey S. McCowen, of Dallas, Texas, 
was called upon. 
"I never have been 
any place where so many opportunities 
are Iraocking at the doors as they are 
here," he said. 
"I am here because I 
am interested in the movement for a 
Y. M. C. A. If you are attemptinj^ to 
make a city it is essential that you 
have good citizens. 
Whenever a man is 
satisfied he's a poor citizen and when 
a city is satisfied it is a poor city.

condition, 


were prepared for sliin.Mient from i)lace 
to place for occasions sucii as the pres- 
ent one. 
However, the circus men in 
charge of the job are perfectly willing 
to concede to Fort ^^'^ayne the highest 
honors on the rolls of ambition, for they 
never before had quite so big a job to 
tackle. 


The seats began to arrive early in the 
week, and when they all get here there 
will be five big carloads of them. 
Four 
carloads already are on the ground. 


In order to place 
the 
seats, vast 
changes w-ill be made in the park. The 
little castle on the Rhine tool 
house 
thSt has graced the west side of- the 


reservoir bank since it was erected sev- 
eral years ago at a cost of $600, is being 
demolished, and will be moved and re- 
built in another part of the park. The 
two rows of trees that skirt the road- 
way along the Avest bank arc being cut 
down, and the smaller trees are being 
transplanted. 


The seats will start at the edge of 
the lagoon, and will stretch back and 
up the side of the bank to a point close 
to the top. 
The reservoir is a high prop- 
osition when one looks at it with a view 
to placing seats against its side, and 
it 
surely 
will 
have a great 
seating 
capacity. 


At the bottom of the bank of the 
reservoir proper the seats will be prob- 
ably six or seven feet ofT the ground, 
a,nd will slant rapidly toward the ground

tire audience will sit within a few feet 
of the sod.

Wc walked to the sea, and later 
took fresh clothes and went away to the hills, 
where we found a spring of fresh water, and 
th^re i^e had a bath and felt in a way ^lean. 
Aft^r dinner (?) we cleared out the lousy beds 
('?), cleaned the room, put up our seven capip 
beds and felt happier and cleaner.
